DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-8 and 1 4-23 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach, nor is it obvious (either alone or in combination), the shotgun-barrel 
projectile having the structure according to claims 3 and 4, wherein the wedging 
elements include a hollow cylindrical design of the end of the projectile spigot facing 
towards the intercalation, the underside of the projectile spigot exhibiting an inwardly 
inclined bevel, the bore in the plunger exhibiting a hemisphere arranged at the bottom, 
and a diameter reduction being arranged on the wall of the bore above the hemisphere; 
nor that a ring is connected to the plunger on the outer periphery of the plunger via a 
predetermined breaking point.
